From right hand to left hand (longest 
to shortest) the second, fourth, sixth and seventh pipes are 
provided with holes on the front of the instrument which, 
if closed, allow a scale to be played, but if left open, 
prevent these pipes from sounding, the remaining pipes 
producing a tetrachord in the key of E minor; again, if 
only the stopped pipes are sounded a tetrachord in the 
key of F major is produced. 

This extremely interesting instrument, similar to the 
syrinx of the ancients and of the utmost rarity, if not 
unique, would seem to be of a date considerably earlier 
that that of the Spanish conquest. It was given’ by 
General Paroissien, who obtained it in Peru as an article 
of great value, to Joshua Rawdon in 1820; from him it 
passed to his son, Canon Rawdon, and to his grandson, 
the present owner.
